Arab political sources in Amman

The A1 Fatah spokesman stressed 
guerrilla support for the new peace 
pact, initiated by the Arab Truce 
Commission, and said its provisions 
would be applied immediately.

George Is Anything But 
Bland ... as in Blanda? 


OCEAN FISHING 
On the quiet side, sea has been on the heavy side, and tew 
boats have been out. A few white sea bass have been taken 
by the sports-fishing fraternity, but they are hard to locate 
The commercial fishermen and his nets pretty well control 
all the hot spots; however there are still a few places left 
where the white sea bass is to be found. They usually are 
close in to the big kelp beds, especially in the El Capitan 
area, and quite a bit of “know how' is required to take 
them. One thing we noticed was to work on the seaward 
side of a kelp bed. for when hooked they invariably hit tor 
the open sea in their first run. and if on the inside of the kelp 
bed, the angler has little chance of holding them out. A 50- 
pound sea bass is a heavy load on comparatively light 
tackle, and once he has tangled up in the kelp, the only thing 
left is to cut loose and start again, we learned the hard way. 
They used to be taken on a heavy copper lure, but of late the 
best bait appears to be a whole anchovy. When mackeral 
were easy to obtain and the bass were running live 
mackeral was a deadly killer. 
High tides of last week saw some tair-to-good surf 
fishing, though we have no record of much doing with 
steelhead in the surf. Above Cambria the sandbars have 
been washed out in San Simeon, Santa Rosa and Pico 
Creeks, but few steelhead have shown up. It may take 
another spell of bad weather to bring them in but so far they 
are few and tar between. 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
Lopez Lake quiet, with trout fishing in most spots at a 
standstill. We were up twice last week and were among the 
steadies who in few cases had not even a nibble. Then we 
came across a change, when San Bernardino fisherman 
Tony Peluce and his two grandsons broke into the picture 
with a near limit of big trout, up to 16 inches long. They took 
them to the right of the concrete bridge off the road toward 
Pozo. Seems that to be legal, they bought a day's entrance 
fee, then got permission to park inside the gate and 
proceeded to walk to the bridge and down toward Pozo. 
Some of the fish were females, and ready to spawn, so 
could be the fish have moved up the old Arroyo Grande 
Creek bed, looking for a gravelly spot to deposit their eggs, 
and had apparently found one when Tony Peluce and family 
found them. This may be the reason fishing has not been too 
hot in the lake, except for an eight-pounder taken in the 
Wittenburg Arm. Also, if one wants another excuse, the 
moon was full this past week, and fish are not supposed to 
eat in the daytime at the full moon; they eat at night when 
the small forage fish are about. 
Cachuma was planted last week by the DFG who stock 
alternately with the local business interests. Here fishing is 
reported excellent as far as the trout are concerned, with 
the fish schooling up in their new environment. 
HUNTING 
Band-tailed pigeons became fair game to hunters in most 
parts of the state Saturday, with a season running to Jan 
10. The DFG does not hold much hope for a successful 
season in most areas this year, with probably San Luis 
Obispo County one of the better spots. In Ventura County 
the birds all departed but a light snowstorm has prevented 
their return, they are a good crop ol acorns in eastern 
Ventura County mountains, but the pinvon nut crop is only 
fair and very spotty. Daily bag and possession is eight 
birds, with shooting hours one half' hour before sunrise to 
sunset. 
FISH AND GAME COMMISSION REGULATIONS 
New regulations for the coming year were adopted by the 
Commission at its last meeting and provide tor an all-year 
trout season on lakes and reservoirs through the state with 
the exception of Alpine, Mono and Inyo Counties. 
The rules, which become effective March 1. call for a 
summer limit of 10 trout and a winter limit ot live. A 
general trout season trom May 1 through Nov. 15 was set 
for those streams and lakes not open to year-round tishmg. 
In the northwest portion of the state the general season will 
be May 29 through Nov. 15. 
The Commission asked the legislature tor fishing and 
hunting license-fee increases to continue major programs 
in the face of rising costs and increased population. The 
request for license increases would move the basic sports- 
fishing license from $3 to $4, the three-day ocean-fishing 
license from $1 to $2. Inland fishing stamps from $2 to 3, 
hunting license from $4 to $6 and deer tags from $2 to $3. 
Designed to provide an annual increase of $5 million dollars 
to the DFG the increased fees would be used to balance the 
$1.5 million budget, keep up with inflation, replace old 
facilities and provide for augmented services. 
Included in the new rules were; Open the entire San 
Joaquin Valley to night fishing for all species. Provide a 
uniform catfish limit of 20 tor all California north of the 
Tehacahapi Mountains. Also effective March 1 are changes 
in the new 
regulations providing that with certain 
exceptions no more than 15 ocean fish in the aggregate may 
be taken. No barracuda or white sea bass less than 28 
inches total length may be taken. No California halibut less 
than 22 inches total length may be taken. The limit on giant 
sea bass was reduced from 2 to 1 with spearing prohibited 
in June and July. The limit on marlin was reduced from 2 to 
1 The limit on rock fish was reduced from 20 to 15 in the 
aggregate.

California Dreamin' 


A five-story treehouse built 50 feet up in a massive 
Sequoia tree is the first project of a young California 
architect. Ken W hiting, 23, built his treehouse single- 
handedly in less than two years. Using thick ropes and 
pulleys, he hauled all of the timbers, tools, furnishings 
needed. 


The structure has five stories, connected by ladders. 
The first floor is the main living area, equipped with a 
small kitchen, handmade wooden chairs and decorations 
of all sorts.

The fourth floor is a very tiny area that accomm odates 
a small handmade wooden bathtub. Ken pipes in water 
from a stream and stores it in a tank above his tub.

Ken is proud to say he didn't have to pound a single 
nail into the huge tree that supports his house. He 
wedged supporting timbers into a fork between the 
trunk and two large limbs. A ll other parts of the struc­ 
ture were then nailed to these timbers. 


O nly access to Ken's house right now is by rope. 
Visitors sit in a halter that he's rigged for them. Then 
Ken pulls them up.

Guard Against 
Car Breakdown

Is there any more forlorn 
position than to be behind 
the wheel of an immobilized 
automobile? 
Whether you’ve ground to 
a stop on the Golden Gate 
bridge, or just hiccupped to 
a halt in your own home 
town, it’s an awful feeling. 
You 
don’t 
k n o w 
what’s 
wrong or how much it will 
cost to get it fixed. 
And it’s a terrible incon­ 
venience. 
There is no magic way to 
prevent 
breakdowns, 
b u t 
there are ways to minimize 
them and the expense they 
generate. The key is to know 
what causes them. 
The American Automobile 
Association, which makes a 
specialty 
o f 
r e s c u i n g 
stranded motorists, has iden­ 
tified three major causes of 
breakdowns. A look at »he 
list suggests that they can 
be alleviated or avoided. 
Electrical P r o b l e m s — 
Nearly half (44 per cent) the 
calls for road service are the 
result of electrical failures 
—batteries, coils, condens­ 
ers, distributors and the like. 
With the exception of the 
battery, most of the parts 
that make up the electrical 
system are cheap. You can 
replace 
nearly 
all 
these 
parts in the typical car for 
less money than you would 
spend on a tow. 
Batteries are more expen­ 
sive but usually give warn­ 
ing when they are going bad. 
The sensible move is re­ 
placement, especially in cold 
weather. At any rate, carry 
a set of jumper cables in 
your car. Using these, any 
passing car can give you a 
quick boost to get you going 
again. 
Tire Failure—Even in this 


day and age, flat tires are 
the 
second most 
frequent 
cause of breakdowns. The 
Tire Industry Safety Council 
reports that nearly one-third 
of the cars on the road have 
at least one tire so thin it’s 
unsafe. 


Of course, the immediate 
cure here is a spare. But 
even a spare is of little use 
to the woman driver, and 
trying to change a tire on an 
expressway will tax the cour­ 
age of any male. 


Pushing tires beyond their 
limits is petty economy at 
best and an open invitation 
to accidents. 
Empty Tank—Running out 
of gas is responsible for four 
per cent of road 
service 
calls, the AAA says. The an­ 
swer to this one is obvious. 
Frequently, a nearby serv­ 
ice station can provide a 
quick transfusion. But more 
often than you’d think, this 
simple solution is ignored. 
The tendency to look for a 
complex cause for a stalled 
car sometimes obscures the 
obviously empty tank. 
Of course, if your gauge 
doesn’t 
work, 
you’re 
just 
asking for it. 


Even if you take every 
precaution, a breakdown is 
still a possibility. When it 
happens, a road service con­ 
tract is a blessing. Most auto 
clubs offer them as a part 
of the membership. But you 
can usually buy them—and 
cheaply — along with your 
auto insurance.

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4-Year Terms 


An eminent student of government proposes the 
abolition of midterm elections for the U.S. House of 
Representatives. 
“ What good is a contest that always impairs the 
authority of the White House, almost always retains the 
same party in power and barely affects legislation in 
Congress?” asks James MacGregor Burns, professor of 
government at Williams College. 
During the first two years of his term a president and 
his Congress may perform brilliantly, satisfying every 
test of statesmanship, says Burns, but he is still doomed 
to lose seats, prestige and political reputation in this 
artificial midterm test.’ 
This has happened in every midterm House election 
for more than a century, with one exception of 1934. 
The midterm election is actually a perverse kind of 
anti-election, says Burns. Not only is the president 
almost bound to iose, but the more sweeping his success 
in his own election the more extensive his losses will be 
two years later. 
Midterm elections also tend to bring out the worst in us 
as citizens. 


“ This year the demagoguery of the Republicans and 
the opportunism of 
the Democrats were dreary 
examples of the midterm habit of evading the great 
questions facing the Republic and of playing up the 
trivial, the epheomeral and the bombastic, says Burns. 
He lists at least three positive benefits to be gained 
from giving representatives four-year terms, to run 
congruentlv with the president's term: 
—A four-vear term would enable representatives to 
dig into their work in Washington before being compelled 
to return home for several months of handshaking. 
—A 
four-year 
term 
would 
automatically 
cut 
representatives' election campaign costs almost in half 
—A four-vear term would tie the members of Congress 
more tightly to the mandate of the presidential election 
and make for more executive-legislative unity and more 
party responsibility. 
Of course, if representatives' terms were lengthened 
from two years to four, logic argues that senators' terms 
should be shortened from six years to four. Otherwise we 
would still have midterm elections. 
But the Senate, notes Burns, follows its own logic. 
Safe Yuletide 


American parents certainly have the right to expect 
that when they buy toys for their children they are not 
unwittingly exposing them to hidden dangers or are 
giving them something that is inherently unsafe and can 
cause injury even through normal use. 
Examples are toy ovens that can heat to 600 degrees, 
hotter than a full-size stove, or toy sunglasses which 
could cause eye damage. 
The peril is real, for as many as 70.000 children are 
injured by toys each year, according to U.S. Public 
Health Service estimates. 
Among a list of toys consumer groups want the

government to ban. however, are lawn darts. Obviously 
these things can hurt people with their heavy, pointed 
spikes if improperly used, as can their smaller indoor 
relatives 
(which, 
strangely, 
nobody 
demands 
be 
banned i. But just as obviously, there is nothing hidden 
about their potential for harm. 
Perhaps all darts should be outlawed. But with toys, as 
with anything else, whenever we ask the government to 
protect us from all the sharp points and hard edges in 
life and relieve us of the need to exercise ordinary 
prudence, we are asking it to undertake a never-ending 
process.

The society also plans to conduct 
an iris test garden on the property of 
Mrs. Will Hall on North H Street. 
Work on the project will begin soon. 
Society members discussed the 
proposed use of nitro humus from 
the city's sewer plant on Central 
Avenue to restore body to extremely 
sandy soil and to lighten heavy clay 
soils. Ed Seiffert described his own 
formula that 
includes the nitro 
humus. The nitro humus has been 
available at the sewer plant free of 
charge. 
The society will hold four regular 
meetings a year, the next in March 
or April. 
In a final piece of action, society 
members 
elected

president. However, it is my wish to 
carry the job until the next meeting 
which will fall at about the time that 
iris begin to bloom in any quantity.

The state Department of Public 
Health informs us that the number 
of marriages and the number of 
divorces in the state increased in the 
first nine months of 1970 over a 
similar period in 1969. 
Nearly 130.000 marriages were 
registered during the nine-month 
period and 134.148 marriage licenses 
were issued. The difference between

extraordinary resourcefulness and 
calm, 
and 
by 
the 
orderly 
arrangement of his thoughts. 
In 
years of television exchanges, I 
cannot think of a dozen guests who 
handled more competently their 
arguments, and I am reminded of 
the damage that is done by the 
assumption that everything uttered 
by a public official is the product of 
a ghost-writer. All the more reason 
for Mr. Agnew. and for others who 
are suspected by the public of being 
inventions of their public relations 
experts, to expose themselves more 
f requently to public interrogation. 


In which connection, I am bound 
to report that the thesis of Mr. Hugh 
Sidey is exuberantly manifest in the 
movements of the Vice President, 
as prescribed by his managers. 
I 
made it a rule, four years ago, when 
the television business began for 
me, not to involve myself in any way 
in the arrangements of my guest- 
adversanes, 
and 
was 
therefore 
spared the then thousand telephone 
calls that were required in order to 
consummate an hour's interview 
with this unassuming, intelligent, 
and »in my judgment» altogether 


admirable man. As I think back on 
it,

Syracuse might have not reduced 
the problems we faced. He insisted, 
simply, that everyone who came 
into his presence should be stripped 
naked, so as to expose any hidden 
weapon. 


I do not envy the responsibilities 
of the Secret Service, nor depreciate 
the trauma they live with under the 
weight of the events of the last 
decade. 
But I simply do not know 
whether, or to what extent, they are 
aware of that other problem. That 


other problem is what Mr. Sidey 
speaks - the coldness that emanates 
from 
the 
primacy 
of

arrangements as these, a coldness 
which the principal can thaw in his 
dealings with such as Mr. Sidey or 
myself, it he is such as man as Mr. 
Agnew. or Mr. 
Nixon. 
But a

Rockefeller wasn't correct whep 
alter the assassination of Senator 
Kennedy, he remarked that perhaps 
the age of personal experiences in 
American politics was over ; that we 
are all forever victimized by the 
assassins' bullets. 


Courthouse Report by Dick Praul 
New Security 


Priorities being what they have 
been, it has taken a long time for the 
County Probation Department to 
have a much-needed new security 
unit built to help house the soaring 
number of 
youngsters taken to 
Juvenile Hall. 
But now the new unit for 20 boys is 
in use providing badly needed bed 
space, improving the protection of 
severely disturbed children, 
and 
enabling a consistent and individual 
type of counseling, according to 
Chief 
Probation 
Officer 
Clift 
Romer. 
The 
records 
put 
out 
by 
the 
department monthly about Juvenile 
Hall tell a story of their own. Since 
Jan. 1 of this year a total of 1.667 
children have been admitted to the 
detention facility west of Santa 
Barbara. 
There were 173 new admissions in 
a recent month, with a total of 253 in 
the hall during October alone. 
Detention areas at the hall have 
been inadequate for a long time for 
minors brought there for reasons of 
delinquent behavior. Romer said 
this has been especially true in the 
boys' dorms. Now the situation has 
been 
relieved 
to 
some degree, 


pending a further possible, and 
likely, buildup as population and 
tensions increase. 
The day the new unit opened the 
number of male detainees numbered 
two and one half times the number 
of the same day the previous year. 
Exposure of the first offender to 
his 
sophisticated peers 
will 
be 
limited, as the probation chief puts 
it. as a result of the new unit. The 
first offender thus will be able to 
have a room by himself, with the 
space situation improved. 
The new 
unit 
is designed to 
protect children under the influence 
of drugs and alcohol. Probation 
officers cite the tact that use and 
possession of dangerous drugs is 
becoming 
more 
and 
more 
a 
predominant reason tor detainment. 
The 
new 
unit 
will 
provide 
improved 
counseling 
procedures, 
along with an accredited school 
program, 
and personalized 
attention. 
Because of this modification and 
other efforts. Juvenile Hall now “ is 
able to supplement other county 
agencies 
in 
improving 
its 
community service,” said Romer.
